LONDON, August 23.—A Pera correspond- 
ent says the Porte has received a note from 
M. Novekoff, the Russian Embassador, in- 
sisting upon the execution of Col. Comer- 
aofi’s assassin. 

DR. PARSONS’ MURDER. 

LONDON, August 23.—A correspondent at 
Bucharest gives the following additional de- 
‘tails of the murder of Dr. Parsons, the 
American missionary: One of the.assassins 
placed the muzzle of his rifle close to Dr. 
Parsons’ servant, fired at and killed him in- 
stantly. Dr. Parsons then started up, but 
before he could say or do anything a bullet 
pierced his heart. The two Circassians then 
threw their bodies overa precipice, at the 
foot of which they were found after a few 
days. 

AFTER THE MURDER. 

An American residing at Ismidt tele- 
graphed tke facts to Mr. Goshen, the British 
Embassador, who communicated them imme- 
diately to Mr. Heap, the American Consul- 
General. A squad of soldiers went to the 
camp of the Circassians and threatened to 
shoot the whole tribe unless the murderers 
were fsurrendered, whereupon the murder- 
ers were delivered to the authorities. The 
affair caused creat consternation at Constan- 
tinople, and people travel armed, and if pos- 
sible with armed guards, when riding or 
driving in the suburbs. 

ALECKO PASHAs 

PHILIPOPPOLIS, August 23.—Alecko Pasha 
bas arrived from Constantinople and was en- 
thusiastically received. 


Ireland. 

CoRK, August 23.—Another case of arms 
addressed toa fictitious person now lies at 
the wharf unclaimed.

IRISH INDIGNATION. 

DUBLIN, August 23 —The absence of Earl 
Cowper, the Lord Lieutenant of Ireland. 
who is on a pleasuretrip in Scotland, causes 
much indignation at this critical time. The 
land meetings were held generally throughout 
Ireland yesterday. At Inam inflammatory 
speeches were made and blood-thirsty pla- 
cards exhibited at Ballingary. Apologies 
were made for the absence of Parnell and 
Dillon. Ten thousand persons were present 
at the anti-eviction meeting held at Doneen. 
The Bishops and priests were loudly de- 
nounced by speakers.

FIGHT WITH A HYENA. 


A Man Locked in «a Cage, Attacked and 
Kearfuily Lacerated. 
From toe Wirchester (Va.) Times, 18th. | 

Monday, August 16. W. C.Coup’s new 
united shows gave exhibitions at this place. 
The entire constellation arrived on the morn- 
ing of the 15th (Sunday), and the parapher- 
nalia was removed tothe exhbibitien grounds 
in a quiet aud orderly manner.

The members of the Grand Army of 
ihe Republic used their influence in his be- 
balf to secure his pardon fora life sentence. 
At tbe breaking out ofthe Rebellion he es- 
poused the cause of the Federals. While 
stationed on — in Marion county, West 
Va., ue shot and killed a citizen. The politi- 
cal creed of the civilian was contrary to that 
of the soldier, a Confederate element pre- 
dominating in that locality. Ice was placed 
under arrest. The military, how- 
ever, stepped in and took the case from the 
civil authorities, and a court martial resulted 
in Ice’s acquittal. He was then restored to 
the ranks and served valiantly as a soldier un- 
til the expiration of the war. Upon the cessa- 
tion of hostilities Ice returned tobis home. 
Here again be was arrested by the civil au- 
thorities, tried tor murder in the first degree, 
found guilty and sentenced to the penitentia- 
ry for life. His conviction was due more to

The Wooden Bridge Across the Golden 
Horn.

The bridge, an old wooden pontoon, con- 
necting Stamboul, the old city, with Galata 
and Pera, is the place of all others to see 
strange sights; from dawn till dark it is filled 
with a never ending kaleidoavopic throng. 
Men wearing the ordinary semi-military suit, 
with the fez for bead covering; women envel- 
oped, except the eyes, in yoshmak and 
feredji, with yellow, pointed shoes; children 
in funny quilted garments, boys and girls 
alike, except that the girl wears a fancy gauze 
handkerchtef on the bead andthe bov wears 
the fez; Greek and Armenian women bare- 
headed, otherwise dressed a la Frank; Imams 
or priests in long robes, streaming behind 
them as they walk, the fez wound with a 
white turban; Cireassians with drab coat, 
fitting tight te the waist, skirts full and vlait- 
ed, girdles bristling with weapons, the 
head surmounted by a tall astrachan 
fur bat; hamals with their im- 
mense burdens, for whom everybody and 
everything must give way: Dervishes, with 
high conical hats of light felt in long robes; 
Armenian priests in long black gowns, tall 
hats and long veils; water carriers with water 
cooled with ice from Olympus, in leather bot- 
tles, clinking their glasses and crying, ‘* Water, 
cold asice!’’ Soldiers in uniform of blue, 
corded and trimmed with red, consisting of 
full trousers reaching below the knee, ample 
girdle and short embroidered jacket; peasant 
women with gay jackets and full trousers 
reaching the ankles; and mingled with this 
motly throng are faces at once recognized as 
German, Italian, Jewish. English and Ameri- 
can, besides carriages, horses, donkeys and 
dogs! 

There are men selling an endless variety of 
things—fruits, nuts, and raisins mixed (as 
they should always be eaten), toys, shoes, 
flowers, belvahs, and a great many other 
dainties, of which the names would give you 
no idea; men carrying Turkish and Persian 
rugs over theirshoulders that would excite 
the cupiditv of auy American bousekeepers, 
and lust, but not least, the beggars. Cripples 
of every kind and degree, sores and deformi- 
ties exposed to the gaze, and courting atteu- 
tion; a blind man carrying a lame man on bis 
shoulders: a woman holding a child having 
scarcely any resemblance to humanitv—ihey 
1um after vou, they cry. Give, for the sake 


of Allah!“ The Koran enjoins giving 
of alms, and it is said that some 
of these habitues of tbe bridge have large 


sums of money inthe bank. These are a few 
of the things that meet the eye—a jargon of 
shouts assail the ear suggestive of the con- 
fusion of tongues at tbe building of Ba>vel— 
Turkish. French, Armenian, Greek, German, 
Italian. Hebrew, English, etc. Near the ead 
ofthe bridge sit money-changers, elinking 
their coins from hand to hand to attract at- 
tention. Horses, saddies and bridles, attend- 
ed by a man who runs after them if they are 
bired, are to be found in many of the streets, 
and are very convenient where the streeis are 
too steep and rough for carriages. Ladies use 
the secdan-chair, which is carried by hamals. 

Remarkable Memory.

A remarkable instance of the persistenc2 of 
an impression, unquickened by repe'ition 
through more than forty vears, is that of a 
gentleman tiving in New York. On Decem- 
ber 16, i855, occurred the great fire which 
swept the First Ward east of Broadway and 
below Wall street, and destroyed property 
worth about 318,000,000. At tnat time the 
guardians of the citv’s peace were not police-

ning his suit, and now an inmate of the com- 
mon jailfor intoxication and contempt of 
court. Such are the brief chapters of Augus- 
tin J. Ambler’s life. Years ago, to commence 
atthe beginning, he started life under the 
most favorable auspices. A passion for me- 
chanics was fostered by favorable surround- 
ings, andthe young man soon developed a 
latent faculty for invention. Again and again 
he devised little improvements, but nothing 
which proved either great as a discovery or 
as a fioancial success. At last, however, 
Ambler discovered a road which seemed to lead 
to fame and wealth. Filled with sanguine 
expectations, as are all inventors, he 
commenced his new work. Along period 
of toil and patient endeavor succeeded, 
marked with alternate hopes and fears. Fail- 
ures were frequent, but the inventor laughed 
at discouragements in the hope of future suc- 
cess. At last, however, bis funds gave out 
and he saw despair and failure staring him in 
the face. Money must be forthcoming or the 
investigations would have to cease. At this 
point Mr. R. M. Whipple became associated 
with Ambler as a partner, and the National 
Gas aud Iron Company was formed in St. 
Louis. When the secret of the invention was 
made known to Whipple its importance was 
at once manifest to him, and he took in anoth- 
er partner, Thos. S. Dickerson. la the mean- 
time the invention was completed. It was a 
furnace for smelting metals by means of pe- 
troleum vapor, produced by the action of su- 
perheated steam. The old tedious methods 
of smelting by the ordinary processes were to 
be done away witb, and a revolution wrought 
in this great branchof manufactures. At last 
it seemed to tbe hard-working inventor that 
the long expecteu success was 
to be a happy realization. At once he took 
steps to get outa patent, but was met at tae 
threshold of bis application by a startliac 
discovery. While toiling and studying his 
two partners had obtained patents for his 
invention, and he was excluded from al! ben- 
efits. His delav had been fatal to him. All 
the work of his lifetime was to go for naught. 
The glory and the wealth for which he had 
striven were completely out of his reach. 
There was only one way to seek immediate 
redress,and tbat was to have the illegal 
atents canceled. Proceedings were at oace 
nstituted in the Patent Office, and a legal 
fight, which was to last a decade, was begun. 
There were many vexatious delays, and it was 
necessary to take evidence from all the parties 
concerned. But Ambler proved so cunclu- 
sively that he was really the inventor that he 
gained his point. But this first victory did not 
by any means end the matter. The case was 
taken into the courts. The delays which the 
wronged litigant, impatient to be righted, had 
suffered in the Patent Office were nothing to 
the long and tedious struggle which now com- 
menced. From eourt to court, from the Dis- 
trict Justices to the Supreme tribunal of the 
United States, the case was appealed and 
transferred until Mr. Ambler began almost to 
despair. But holding in his hands the can- 
celed patents as a powerful argument in his 
bebalf, be continued tbe üght, wearisome, dis- 
couraging sud expensive though it was. 
Finally, after ten years, he began to see day- 
light. A special auditor, Mr. E. C. Ingersoll, 
was appointed by the court to examine into 
the case and see what was really due Mr. 
Ambler. <A thorough examination ofall the 
accessible documents showing the amount 
paid for pateat rigbtsto Whipple & Dicker- 
son was made, and the total found to be over 
$1,250,000. As an equitable adjustment the 
auditor decided that Ambler should be paid 
one-halfofthis amount. Therefore, on the 
17th of last June Justice Cox ordered the de- 
fendanis to pay the plaintiff the sum of 
$677.434. and, within thirty days, 1,375 shares 
of the National Gas und Iron Company. 
Ambler was thus suddenly placed in the 
possession of a fortune. But, though 
u man of sixty years of age, 
the turn in the tide of bis affairs also seemed 
to turn bis brain. With the first payment of 
the money be commenced a series of sprees, 
or rather one long continued state of intoxi- 
cation. At length an attendant became a nec- 
essary companion of his wanderings. His 
condition became worse, and the possessor of 
bundreds of thousands of dollars found him- 
self in a cell in the station-house. This was 
well known at the time and referred to in the 
Sunday Post as follows; 

»A prominent citizen, whose aggregate 
wealth is over $706,000, spent Friday night in 
à cell at the Central Station-house, sleeping 
off a drunk.“ 

The sequel to it all came yesterday. Wan- 
dering into the Police Court in an intoxicated 
condition, be abused one of the messengers 
and was arrested. He was brought out from 
the ceil and charged before Judge Sneil with 
profanity. He was promptly fined Sor 
twenty days injail, whereupon he cursed the 
Judge. A sentence of $20 or thirty days in 
jail, and two days in jail additional, without 
a fine, was imposed for contempt of court. 
He was again placedinacell. Shortly after- 
wards Ambler stepped.into the Black Maria 
and was driven to jail. 

The Patriarch of Rattlesnakes. 
[From the Washington Star, August 17. 

The largest rattlesnake probably that has 
ever been seen in this city arrived at the 
Smithsonian Institute on Saturday from Flor- 
ida, forwarded by Mr. James Bell, who is in 
that State on special duty from the Interior 
Department. The snake belongs to the C’rv- 
talus adamantus, or diamond rattle family. 
It is about eight feet long, will measure 
twelve inches around the body and has twelve 
rattles and a button on the end of its tail. It 
came in a close woven canvas bag and was at 
once dropped into a large wooden box with 
wirework sides and a sliding cover, prepared 
for the reception of venomous reptiles. Not 
baving been fed for some time, it is particu- 
larly ferocious, and its rattle is constantly on 
the shake whenever any one approaches or 
there is any noise in the room where it is kept.

A Malaria Polsoned Town. 
Hitrt's Falls (N. V.) Letter. 


Malaria fever of a dangerous type prevails 
to an alarming extent in this village, and the 
number of cases is rapidly increasing. Dur- 
ing the year 1879 it is estimated that fully five 
hundred persons, one-third of the popula- 
tion, suffered more or less from malaria. 
Physicians have been unable to check the 
progress of the disease, and for a long time 
could not determine its origin. A distin 
ed physician of the neighboring city of Troy 
was recently e to discover the cause of 
the trouble, e has been successful. 

Oa the outskirts of the village is a tract of 
marshy land, about fifty acres in extent, 
caused by the diversion of the channel of the 
Hoosac River. At the time of the constrac-

Since 1875 there have been over 200 deaths 


from diphtheritic diseases, and about ten per 
cent of the.cases of malaria have resulted fa- 
tally. The disease manifests itself in three 
forms. The first is of an intermittent type, 
and, though soon under control, is liable to 
recur at any time during hot weather. When 
suffering from the second form the patient is 
greatly depressed in spirits, and the body is 
covered with a rash which causes a constant 
and very disagreeable itching. The third is 
generally known as typhoid malaria. The 
villagers are greatly alarmed, and anxiously 
await the issuing of orders by Gov. Cornell 
looking to a remedy of the great evil. 


POOR MALIBRAN. 


A Fate as Sad as that of Adelaide Neil- 
son. 
[New York Corr. Cineinnatl Gazette! 

The early death of Madame Neilson, painful 
aS it may be, is not a solitary incident to the 
history of the drama. [Isabella Hinckley, 
who achieved distinctionas a prima donna, 
was removed bv death in the midst of a briil- 
iant career, and even at an earlier age. A 
more striking instance, however, 1s to be 
found in the bistorv of Madame Malibran 
who charmed both Europe and America by 
ber combined dramatic and musical attain- 
ments. She was the eldest daughter of the 
once popular vocalist, Manuel Garcia, 
who personally taughi her to sing, 
and prepared ber for the stage. In her 
seventeenth yearshe made her debut on the 
London boards as Rosina in The Barber 
of Seville,“ this being an unexpected appear- 
ance, occasioned by the illness of Madame 
Pasta, who was on the bills for that occasion. 
Her debut was a marked success, and gave 
assurance of future eminence. Garcia was 
induced to make a professional visit to this 
city, Where his oy daughter appeared in 
the same role. this being the first perform- 
ance of the Italian operain America. Her 
reception was a triumph, and she soon ap- 
peared in other characters. each of which she 
made her own. While in this city she was 
specially honored by the limited number of 
French aristocracy, and one of the number 
(Monsieur Malibran) became her accepted 
lover. 

He had tbe reputation of great wealth, and 
their marriage took piace the March after her 
arrival. He made what was considered a 
handsome marriage settlement, but soon 
afterward the society of New York was sur- 
prised by bis failure. The newly made bride 
wus sadiy disappointed, and the annoyance 
was increased when her husband proposed to 
pervert ber earvings to his private benefit. 
She turned over to his creditors the entire 
marriage settlement and costof her matri- 
morial incumberance. In two months after 
ber unlucky wedding Madame Malibran was 
receiving the homage of her native Paris. 
being then in her nineteenth year. Thence- 
forth until ber death her career was one 
of brilliant success, and she was re- 
ceived with enthusiastic applause in Naples, 
Milan, London and other centers of taste. 
Her union with Malibraa was dissolved by the 
Trench court, and she formed a second mar- 
riage with De Beriot, the distinguished vio- 
linist. She died of a fever occasioned by ex- 
cessive exhaustion—baving given a public 
performance contrary tothe advice of her 
physician. Though thus removed in her 
twenty-ninth year, Madame Malibran had 
long epjoyed the highest distinction in the 
musical and dramatic world. It may also be 
remembered that Rachel was only thirty-eight 
at the time of her death. Adelaide Neilson, 
Uke the foregoing, sacrificed herself to pro- 
fessional eminence, and her fame cost hera 
life which was just developing into tts grand- 
est attainment.

as political matters. Predominant in their 
deportment is the naturalness or uoconscious- 

ness of playing a part in what they do wheth- 

er it is wise to do it or not. They manifest 
neither a disposition to attract notice nor false 
shame in doing anything in public which they 
covsider natural and proper to do. This trait 
gives them an enviabie ease in many actions 
that with less gracefui people lead to pitiable 

confusion and awkwardness or else 
to vulgar display and notoriety. Es- 

pecially is this the case with youth of 
bc x sexes and all classes. They never seem to 
be conscious that others are observing them, 

or if they are, it has no perceptible effect on 
their individual spontaneity ofaction, which, 
while being perfectly free, ig self-restrained 
and eminently guarded from anything unbe- 

coming or eccentric. They are veritable mas- 
ters of au esthetic repose or tone in behavior 
which is quite the opposite of the more hichly 
pitebed vitality of young America in public. 

be American girl craves the sovial excite- 
ment which her Italian: sister is taught to 
avoid. Alert to produce effects and direct at- 
tention to herself, and ever watchfulto note 
the impression she is making, the American 
siren cultivates brilliancy of manner, and 
seeks entertainment at the expense of the 
more durable charms of hersex. Independ- 
ent, self-willed, outspoken and unaccustomed 
tothe code of social laws by which Euro- 
pean women are disciplined into a certain 
uniformity of deportment, she challenges at- 
tention by forming & style of her own, regard - 
less of precedent or as to how it may be view- 
ed by others. Noone American girl becomes 
an autocrat in society outside ofa limited cir- 
cle, for each forms herself, not from-‘out ward 
pressure, but from internal volition, which 
varies according to the individual tempera- 
ment and circumstances. Consequently, there 
is ipfinite variety in the American female 
character, and a pschycological daring in her 
social acts and experiments which surprises 
the more conventional-bred European, and 
sometimes gives rise to erroneous eonclu- 
sions. But the former is apt to pay dearly 
for her brief sensational career. She exhausts 
herself prematurely, and, very soon pushed 
aside by yeunger rivals, subsides either 


into a commonplace domesticity or 
the unsatisfied ‘old maid’’ at a 
time of life when the European is in 


the full flush of her attractions and power. 
Belles are much rarer in Italy, but accom- 
plished manners more common. Its young 
women seem to know less of worldly life than 
they really do, while the American girl gets 
the reputatéon of being more experienced 
and less innocent than she really is. Yet it 
needs only some wsthetic drilling and re- 
straint of her untutored exuberance of life 
and curiosity to test everything for herself, 
added to her more delicate and highly vital- 
ized organization, with its quick intellectual 
apprehension, for her to bear away the palm 
in social styie, and distinguish herself as the 
most intelligentand sensible of her sex, as 
well as the most charming. These remarks 
apply particularly to those who are really 
born and bred under favoring conditions as 
to edueation and manners.

Preferring Party to Pulpit. 
| Baltimore Letter to New York Sun, ! 


The Rev. Uriel Graves, who became some- 
what prominent in this city last year through 
his stump speeches in behalf of the Green- 
back party, has resigned the pastorate of St. 
Jobn’s English Evangelical Independent 
Lutberian Church, which he founded about 
sik years ago, at the request Of a large body of 
his congregation, Whose action was taken in 
consequence of it becoming known that their 
pastor intended to take the stump for the 
Greenback party this fall. Six years ago 
Mr. Graves was pastor of the Third 
Evangelical Lutheran Church in Monu- 
ment street, and had a large and affluent con- 
grevation. Gradually, however, manv of the 
members of the church beganto think that 
their pastor was disseminating views from 
the pulpit which did not accord with the 
ritual prescribed by the Synod. At last the 
subject was brought before the Synod, and it 
was thenthat the Rev. Mr. Graves resigaed 
dis membership of that body, and with some 
two or three hundred members of the Third 
Church leftthat churchand started the inde- 
pendent movement. The new church 
filled up rapidly, and is now one of 
the wealthiest congregations in the city. Very 
soon after the split Mr. Graves established 
a synod of hisownover which he has been 
Presiding Eider at several sessions. He be- 
came very popular, and besides preaching his 
regular sermons in his church, he frequently 
lectured and spoke in meetings at public 
halls. About twoyears ago be became inter- 
ested in the Greenback-Labor movement, and 
spoke several times at Druid Hill and P'atter- 
son Parks last summer. Ile was remonstrat- 
ed with, but remained firm id bis views, un- 
til a few weeks ago he informed his congre- 
gat ion that be would preach to them for the 
last time lust Sunday. Allof the congrega - 
tion were not present to hear his farewell 
tei mon, a number of them having gone back 
to the old Third Church in Monument street.

Moulton. Miss Moulton was born in New 
York in 4852. ler mother was the daughter 
of Julius Metz, a noted music teacher, and 


she had been an actress before her union 
with Mr. Moulton. The family became 
very rich and traveled to Europe, where 


they were taken under the wing of the Em- 
pire in France, and after some maneuver- 
ing the young lady captured one of the 
oldest titles in Germany, the Count von 
Hatzfeld, then Embassador to France. 
was for a time in the 


seventh heaven of aristocratic bliss, 
but her. reception at the German 
court was calculated to cool her arduous 
admiration for princes and potentates. The 
Empress Augusta declines to have any- 
thing to do with any one who has had a re- 
lative upon the stage or who has had a rela- 
tive divorced, and as Miss Moulton fell un- 
der the first clause of this declination she 
was a liberal recipient of the cold shoulder 
in Berlin. The Count von Hatzfeld found 
it impossible to rise in his profession with 
such a plebeian drag attached to him, and, 
notwithstanding that the girl was pretty, 
loving, well bred and wealthy, he has cast 
her off and now stands ready to receive 
his portfolio as a reward. There may 
come a time when the American girl will 
decline a European mesalliance, but that 
happy epoch is not yet here. The antece- 
dent probability of a marriage between 
King Cophetua and the beggar maid is that 
it will be a dismally unhappy one, 
especially when King Cophetua happens to 
be a dull German boor or a veneered 
French pauper and the beggar maid a 
robust American girl with & monomania 
for aristocracy.

The Little Western’s Voyage. 
From the London Standard. | 


Among the attractions just now at the 
Aquarium is the ‘‘dory’’ boat Little West- 
ern, in which two young American seamen, 
named G. P. Thomas and Frederick Norman, 
have just completed a risky’ passage across 
the Atlantic. The Little Western is 16 feet 7 
inches long over all, 6 feet 7 inches wide, 2 
feetGineches deep, with raking stem and 
stern, sharp at both ends, her flat bottom 
being 18 feet 6 inches long, and 3 feet wide 
amidships. Sbe left Gloucester, Mass., which 
is about thirty miles northeast of Boston, on 
the 12th of June, carrying 500 pounds of gen- 
eral ballast, 50 gallons of fresh water, 10) 
pounds of bread, 50 pounds of tinned beef and 
tongue,4& tins of canned fruit, 12 tins of con- 
denséd coffee, some chocolate, milk, corn meal, 
oat meal, dried fruit, and a few knick-knacks 
pressed onthem by 1 friends as 
they were leaving. They were unfortunate 
in their weather, for the passage was made 
igainst a. suceession of strong easterly winds, 
hich seas, and what American sailors call 
‘fall’? weather, instead of the pleasant time 
it Was fair to expect in midsummer. They 
encountered a strong gale on the 21st of June, 
in latitude 42 degs. 30 m. north, longitude 60 
degs, west, had to heave to and were blown 
back seventy miles. Two seas were shipped 
during this anxious time, and baling was the 
order ef the day. When the wind lulled a 
little they found themselves attended bya 
party of sharks, which swam round and 
round, eyeing them in so unpleasantly sug- 
vestive a style that they hauled in their 
vreque and jammed their little craft 
on the wind, preferring the chance of 
zetting swamped to remaining in such 
company. The best day’s work was per- 
formed when in mid-ocean, a slant of wind 
enabling them tolog 100 miles as the day’s 
run. On this day the Little Western bowled 
off nine knots an hour for several hours in 
succession, showing thatif she had been fa- 
vored with westeriy winds she could have 
nade a good passage. As it was she was for- 
ty-three days from Gloucester to Scilly, a dis- 
tance of about 2,700 miles. This gives a daily 
“Verage distance made good of nearly sixty- 
three miles, which, for so small a boat, against 
bich winds and head seas, is a very creditable 
Performance. The men had a sextant, but 
no chronometer, andthe wet soon stopped 
the only watchthey had. They navigated, 
therefore, by dead reckoning, checked by 
meridian altitudes of the sun; and, consider- 
ing their difficulties, made a wonderfully good 
Jandfall, a lift in the haze, about 6 p. m. on 
July 28th, showing them the Bishop’s Rock 
Light-house, just when, by calculation, they 
should have been within sight of the islands.
